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Takasi Yamazaki* : A new species of Epilobium in Japan

(PL IV) 

A beautiful Epilobium plant was collected in Mt. Kitadake, Pref. Yamanashi 
by Mr. Kesamitsu Fukazawa who is an alpine guide and a manager of the 
cottage of Mt. Kitadake (PL IV). This plant has very close affinity with E. 
latifolium L. and has been reported under this name. However, the plant of 
Kitadake differs from E. latifolium by the stem densely covered by spreading 
hirsute hairs (Fig. 2-c), the flowers and the capsules smaller and the style 
thicker, shorter and flabellate, the stigma thicker (Fig. 2-a). This plant should 
be separated from E. latifolium as a new species by the above mentioned 
characters and its far isolated distribution. The epithet is named to com¬ 
memorate the collecter. 

Epilobium kesamitsui Yamazaki, sp. nov. (Fig. 1, PL IV). 

Epilobium latifolium auct. non. L.: Yamazaki in Journ. Jap. Bot. 62: 320

Herba perennis. Rhizoma repens elongatum subcrassum, ad collum sublig- 
nosum turiones hypogyaeos imbricatos et 2-3 caules emittent. Caules simplices 
saepe e basi ad apicem ramulosi, arcuato-ascendentes, 15-25 cm alti, tereti, pilis 
densis brevis patentibus albis hirsutis. Folia inferiora opposita, media et 
superiora alterna, inferiora sqamiformia sursum dilatata, media breviter petiolata, 
superiora subsessilia, laminis lanceolatis, 3-4.5 cm longis, 0.8-1.5 cm latis, basi 
acutis in petiolum attenuatis, superne acuminatis, apice acutiusculis calloso- 
punctatis, margine remotissime obsolete calloso-denticulatis, utrinque subdense 
breviter hirsutis. Flores axillares, pedunculis in anthesi 5-10 mm longis, in 
fruCtu usque ad 2 cm longis, pilis brevis patentibus vel ascendentibus albis 
hirsutis. Calyx-tubus linearis 1-1.3 cm longus, dense ascendente albo-hirsutus, 
sepalis lanceolatis acuminatis 10-13 mm longis, purpureis, extus sparse adpresse 
pilosis, petalis leviter brevioribus. Petala pallide purpurea, obovate-orbiculata, 
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10-15 mm longa, 8-13 mm lata, apice rotundata, basi abrupte angustata breviter 
stipitata, margine leviter undulata. Stamina 8, dimorpha, 4-longioribus, filamentis 
glabris ca 7 mm longis, antheris oblongis ca 2 mm longis, 4-brevioribus, filamentis 
glabris ca 5 mm longis, antheris elliptico-oblongis ca 1.5 mm longis. Stylus ca
